Dr. Ballard, State School 
Superintendent, Says 
Napier Did Not Touch 
Real Matter.

Dr. N. H. Ballard, state superin- 
tendent of schools, commenting Fri- 
day on the opinion issued this week 
Ly Attorney General George M. Na- 
pier in. regard to the eontroversy be- 
tween Dr, Ballard and Walter B. Hill, 
state supervisor of negro ryral 
schools, declared the opinion had not 
touched the real matter in dispute. 

“The question involved is not Mr. 
Hills right of appeal to the state 
board of education,” said Dr. Ballard; 
“it is my right to refuse to administer 
a fund sent here from another state, 
if I do not desire to do go.” 

Dr. Ballard said there could be no 
cuestion of Mr. Hill’s right of appeal 
ta the state board of educ.tion in re 
gurd to holding his position. “The 
stat? board is, in fact, a recognized 
appellate body on educational matters 
in the state,’ he said. 

Hill Not Discharged. 

He denied that Mr. Hill had beer 
discharged. He admitted he had re- 
quested Mr. Hill's resignation, but 
said that Mr. Hill's position had gone 
when the general education 
in New York had withdrawn the 
funds from Georgia out of which Mr. 
Hill’s salary and office expenses are 
pa.d., 

Dr. Ballard said he had not asked 
the general education board to with- 
draw this fund, but admitted it had 
been withdrawn following his request 
for Mr. Hill’s resignation and the re- 
sultant controversy which had ariseu. 

The state superintendent said he 
has written to Attorney acneral Na- 
pier for an opinion on whether the 
state law compelled him to aciminister 
the general education board’s fund or 
not. He stated that, if the law al 
lowed, he would refuse to handle this 
fund if it involved the acceptance of 
subordinates under it whv were not 
acceptable to him. 

How Controversy Arose. 

‘The controversy arose when Mr. 
Hill, who hag held the position of 
state supervisor of rural negro schools 
since 1917. refused to aecede to Dr. 
Ballard’s request for his resignation, 
with no reasons given, and demanded 
a hearing before the state beard of 
education. This Dr. Ballard refused, 
according to Mr. Hill’s statement, and 
the attorney general was then asked 
for his opinion, as it was  under- 
stood, regarding the right of Mr. 
Hil! to appeal to that board. This 
opinion, written early in the week, 
upheld Mr. Hill in his contentien that 


he had the right to appeal to the state’ 


board.

PRESIDENT PRAISES 


PROGRESS OF NEGROES =: 


Washington, June 6.— President 
Coolidge, delivering the commence- 
ment address today at Howard uni- 
versity, an institution partly main- 
tained here by the government for 
negroes, declared the American ne- 
gro’s progress was “one of the marvels 
of dern history,” and that his fu- 
ture was in his own hands. 

Contrasting “the rapid advancement 
of the colored people in America with 
the slow and painful upward move- 
ment of humanity as a whole,” the 
president advanced the thought that 
“the black man’s probation on this 


continent was a necessary part in a 
great plan by which the race was to! 
be saved to the world for a service | 
we now are able to vision.” 

“The destiny of the great African | 
continent, to be added at length—and | 
in a future not now far beyond us— 
to the realms of the highest civiliza- 
tion, has become apparent within a 
very few decades,” the ‘president said. 
“But for the strange and long in- 
scrutable purpose which in the order- 
ing of human affairs subjected a part 
of the black race to the ordeal of 
Slavery, that race might have been 
assigned to the tragic fate which has 
befallen many aboriginal peoples when 
brought into conflict with more ad- 
vanced communities, Instead. we are 
able now to be confident that this race 
is to be preserved for a great and 
useful work.” 

The special field of usefulness for 
educated negro men and women was 
declared by Mr. Coolidge to be work 
with their own people needing “help, 
guidance, leadership and inspiration.” 

“The negro community’ of America 
has so far already progressed so that 
its members can be assured that their 
future is in their own hands,” he 
added. “Racial hostility, ancient tra- 
dition and social prejudice are not to 
be eliminated immediately or easily. 
But they will be lessened as the col- 
ored people by their own efforts and 
under their own leaders shall prove 
worthy of the fullest measure of op- 
portunity.”

_ Washington, June 6.—Five repub- 
liean members of the oil committe 
today suomitted to the senate a mi- 
nority report dissenting from some of 
the views expressed in the majority 
report drawn up yesterday by the 
committee prosecutor, Senator Walsh. 

The minority report was drawn up 
by Senator Sperfcer, republican, Mis- 
souri, and gave notice that “mistakes 
and conclusions and inferences of fact 
and law contained in the majority re- 
port will later be brought to the at- 
tention of the senate.”

Washington, June 6.—Testimony 
intended by the prosecution to show 
that Charles S. Shotwell, former chief 
of the sales branch of the air service 
and one of the alleged conspirators on 
trial here in the lumber fraud case, re- 
ceived an expensive automobile from 
Frapk T. Sullivan, lumber merchant 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and also on trial, in 
furtherance of the alleged conspiracy, 
was introduced today by the govern- 
ment. 

George W. Dunlop, of Buffalo, testi- 
fied he sold an automobile to Sul- 
livan. He said he received in pay- 
ment Sullivan’s check for $42 
from Sullivan’s daughter, but never 
saw Sullivan until after the purchase.

late Friday opposed the Ican in a 
speech in the senate. ‘The senate had 
under consideration the motion of 
Senator La Follette to discharge the 
foreign relations committee from con- 
sideration of the resolution, as the 
committee has refused to report the 
measure. 

Senator Harris said the report of 
the Dawes commission showed the al- 
leged distress «mong women and ch'l 
dren, alleged by supporters of the 
résolution, did not exist in Germany. 
He said the plan originated with poli 
ticians for political effect, and no 
association or erganization in Ger- 
many had requested the ioan, 


Cites 1914 Case. 
“The cotton farmers of the south

class. legislation,” said Senator Har- 
ris, “and those supporting this propo- 
sition for a German loan were active 
in refusing to help our own people 
here at home.” 

Senator Harris read extracts from 
a letter written by a Georzian now 
traveling in Evrope which said: “It 
is appalling te think of Americans 
voting help to starving Germans. I 
have been over here nearly a year 
now—spent some time in England, 
Belgium, France, Italy and a good 
while in Germany in the country 
home of a German baron. There are 
five people in America hungry to 
every one in Germany. Of the war 
nations, Germany is far richer than 
any of them in Europe.” 

Georgia More Heavily Taxed. 


Senator Harris said the taxes on 
people in Geergia and the 
States today were far more burden- 
some than in Germany, and he said 
no appeals to congress had been made 
for Jews and other people who were 
suffering in Europe. The Georvia 
senator told of the suffering and sac- 
rifices in Russia and Greece which 
had not been helped by the American 
congress. 

“Let us not forget our own peopl: 
who are in distress. In Georgia, 
one-sixth of the people on the farms

The senate refused to agree to the 
amendment of Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, which would have stopped the 
building of a bathing beach for negroes 
near the white bathing beach in the 
tidal basin here. Senator George 
voted for the Harris amendment. 
_ Original proposals called for a hath- 
ing beach near the white beach, but 
as the result of the fight waged by 
Senator Harris and other senators, 
it has been moved nearly a mile away. 
Democratic .senators form the north- 
ern states joined with republicans to 
defeat the Harris amendment, which 
would have held up the whole matter 
of a negro bathing beach.

Contederate Host Surrenders 


. + ‘ 
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Memphis toltsOwners 


Long Parade—Brilliant 
Ball Is Last Entertain- 
ment Feature. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 6.—Flags 
were furled and. drums were muffled 
tonight as the Confederate legion sur- 
rendered this historic city perched 
on the Chickasaw bluffs and march- 
ed out into the night with the bril- 
iiant pageant of their thirty-fourth 
reunion behind them. 

For many of the old veterans who 
wore the gray and endured with 
watchless courage the four long years 


|of hardship, it was the last reunion. 


For them the “muffled drum’s sad 
roli has beat the soldiers’ last tatoo” 
and they were going home to rest in 
the shades of life's evening and await 
the summons to join their comrades 
in the bivouac of the dead. But for 
most of them, the reunion seemed 
only another little marker to remind 
them that they had drawn a step 
neurer to that final “assembly,” from 
which there is no “retreat.” 


Parade Marks Ebb. 


The ebb of the great gray tide was 
marked today with a parade and pag- 


;eant which presented a spectacle un- 


equaled in the history of the city. 
Two miles of humanity formed a 
lane through which the hosts of the 
Confederacy marched to the rhythm 
of a seore of bands. With the stars 
and bars on the left sharing honors 
with “Old Glory” on the right, the 
vast column crawled through the 
lanes of cheering thousands for three 
hours. At the front of the huge pa- 
rade, rode General W, B. Haldeman, 
commander-in-chief of the U. C. V., 
with his staff. They were followed by 
the staffs of a number of state vet- 
erans’ organizations in automobiles. 


Two Detachments Afoot. 


The~ cown the road came two de- 
tachments of veterans on foot. With 
halting step, but with heads erect, 
the gray old men plodded the long 
weary way of the parade crawling 
like a monster serpent through the 
downtown area, First cafhe company 
gt ye remnant of a Tennessee infan- 
(ry regiment.

Negroes Had Place. 

Space in the parade was alloted 
the handful of faithful old negroes 
who attended the reunion.

E Lee, “Colonel” Divinity, of Mis- 
sissippi, confessed champion chicken 
thief of the Confederate army, with 
a etartled rooster under his arm, and 
two aged negroes who served as cooks 
in Forrest’s cavalry. 

The Confederate navy Was repre- 
sented by a huge float bearing a rep- 
lica of the “Alabama,” flagship af 
Admiral Raphael Semmes, which w&s 
sunk by the “Kearsarge” in one of 
the famous engagements of the war. 
Admiral A. ©. Wright, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., rode on the bridge of the 
“vessel” while a group of men dress- 
ed in sailor arb thronged the decks. 
The “Alabama” was accorded much 
applause as it floated along the line 
of the parade. , 

The last sections of the mammoth 
pageant were made up of miscellan- 
eous patriotic and civic bodies, the 
R. O. T. C., eadets, Boy Scouts and 
school children. 

Cameras Greet Beauties. 

As the parade wound its way 
through the streets the bands, placed 
at intervals throughout the  leng 
column, played the familiar southern 
airs which the men in gray had 
heard in the sixties. “Maryland, My 
Maryland,” vied with ‘Dixie’ and 
the “Bonnie Blue Flag,” while the 
old plantation songs, peculiar to 
southern negroes, aroused within the 
veterans the fading memories of other 
days. The Confederate choir  par- 
ticipated in the musical program, 


‘singing a number of southern hymns, 


and a choir from Washington volced 
the appreciation of the throngs of 
visitors for the reunion program by 
singing “Memphis, -We Love You.” 
Cameramen halted the parade when 
the automobile bearing the sponsors 


of the Dallas, Texas, camp, winners 
of the Texas beauty pwize, gg dene A 
ed the reviewing stand. The Georgia 
“Peaches,” who won the beauty prize 
at the reunion in New Orleans last 
year were among other delegations of 
sponsors who drew applause and the 
clicking of camera shutters.

The counties which, it is under- 
stood, have such a plan under con- 
sideration include Bibb and Sumter, 
and it was proposed by R. P. Scar- 
borough, a Macon oil broker. 

Comptroller General Wil'iam A. 
Wright declared counties which fol- 
low this suggestion will’ set a Lad ex- 
ample by using a technicality to avoid 
payment of a state tax. 

“They should also remember their 
actual saving is only one cent per 
gallon, inasmuch as two ents of the 
tax goes back to the counties for 
roads,” said General Wright. “I will 
do my best to collect the tax from 
someone,” he cdded, “as my commis- 
sion requires me to do. Of course, 
the counties are not expected to pay 
a dealer's tax, when they do not se!l 
the gasoline, but the seller ought to 
be forced to pay it at the source.”

and Underwood. 

Defend Action of Board. 

County Attorney Charles B. Shel- 
don and former Mayor Key, repre- 
sented the defendants, censisting cf 
the commissioners, Etheridge, and 
Commissioner C. G. Turner, individu- 
ally. They based their argument on 
the contention that the commissioners 


were not required to advertise the

Of State Rights 


The amendment to the federal con 
stitution recently passed by congress, 
proposing to place the regulation of 
child labor in the hands of that body, 
was characterized by Attorney Gen 
eral George M. Napier, of Georgia, 
Friday as a “rank invasion of states 
rights.” 

This proposed amendment, Mr. Na- 
pier declared, should arouse the peo 
ple of Georgia to action. 

“Every cotton-picker, cook and 
maid will come under congressional 
regulation if such an amendment is 
adopted by the stetes, atid such regu- 
lation, I am cenfident, would prove 
detrimental to the interests of the 
state.” 

“The Georgia legislature will be the 
first state body to have a chance to 
act on this proposed amendment,” the 
attorney general said, “and action 
should be taken by that body looking 
towards its defeat.”

FLORIDA’S PRIMARY. 

While it will take a count of the 
second choice votes in the tabula- 
tion of Florida’s primary returns to 
say definitely who received the 
nomination for governor, the indi- 
cations are that John W. Martin, of 
Jacksonville, who was mayor of that 
city for several terms, will be the 
nominee. 

He has received a 13,000-lead 
over former Governor Sydney J. 
Catts, his nearest opponent, and the 
latter is now claiming irregularities, 
which is a very good indication 
that even Catts really concedes the 
Martin victory. 

Florida never had a more exciting 
political contest. There were five 
in the race for governor, with Mar- 
tin, Catts and Frank E. Jennings, a 
prominent Jacksonville lawyer, all 
strong and potential, Catts attain- 
ing that position by his well-known 
radicalisms and fanaticisms and by 
the fac: he had built a political ma- 
chine during the four years of his 
spectacular and somewhat erratic 
administration. 

In the recent campaign Catts, as 
usual, appealed, it is said, to preju- 
dices and passions. Without fixed 
party or political convictions he 
antagonized many progressive move- 
ments, particularly the federal cat- 
tle tick law, known as the ‘dipping 
law,” and arrayed the rural natives, 
those of them who were susceptible 
to his fiery oratory and recklessness 
in speech, against residents of the 
cities and towns, and especially 
against some of the ‘‘outsiders’”’ who 
had invested in Florida and become 
citizens of that state, for its climatic 
and other natural advantages. 

One exception, it is sald, was 
William J. Bryan, who was supposed 
to have originally been for Catts, 
but who “‘kept hands off’? when he 
became a candidate himself—ana 
for the first time—=in the state pn- 
mary, seeking the position of dele- 
gate-at-large to the New York con- 
vention, which he won. 

At any rate, Catts received only 
40,000 votes out of approximately 
140,000 cast, and this speaks a re- 
deeming word for Florida. It is a 
source of congratulation that she 
appears not to have repeated the 
record of a former time. 

Mr. Martin, who is a nephew of 
Edmund Martin, a prominent At- 
lanta attorney, and otherwise exten- 
sively connected in Atlanta, is one 
of the most dashing figures in poli- 
tics that Florida has ever known. He 
began as a clerk in the internal 
revenue department and climbed to 
the top there. He ran for mayor ot 
Jacksonville and was elected and 
succeeded himself twice, giving him 
a three-term tenure. 

He made one of the best mayors 
Jacksonville ever had, aggressive, 
fair, broad-visioned, resourceful. 

The city prospered under his ad- 
ministration and he became a state- 
wide political figure by reason of his 
unquestioned ability and the con- 
fidence that he bullt up among those 
who look upon public office as a 
public trust. 

The Florida primary law is pe- 
culiar. It was written by Judge 
N. P. Bryan when that distinguished 
jurist was a member of the legista- 
ture. In order to obviate a second 
primary the elector is called upon 
to vote a first and second choice, 
and in the event of a battle between 
more than two state candidates, tn 
which neither gets a majority, in- 
Stead of a run-off, as in Georgia, the 
second choice votes are counted In 
order to find the ‘‘majority.”” 

This will be necessary in this 
case, but with a lead of 13,000 over 
his next nearest opponent, it does 
not seem probable that either of the 
other candidates can possibly cut 
Martin’s lead down to a minority. 

Indeed, Mr. Jennings has conced. 
ed the election of Mr. Martin anda 
has publicly congratulated him. 
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ON DANGEROUS GROUND. 
The eity council of Atlanta, in 
adjourned session Thursday after- 
noon, voted a restoration of the 
water rates to the high level in 


effect to June 1, and a special elec- 
tion on a one-mill tax increase in 
September, subject to authorization 
by the general assembly.

It is a condition that is becoming 
unbearable. And yet the proposition 
comes to increase the water rate 
and to add another mill to the tax 
rate. 

Excessive taxes will 
against any city, in more ways than 
those of an economic nature. The 
home-owner, be he laborer or pro- 
fessional man or financier, is a bet- 

ter citizen by reason of that fact. 
He takes a keener interest in the 
affairs of his city and state. Home 
ownership is encouraged for moral 
and cultural reasons as well as for 
economic reasons. And yet, with 
“home ownership” campaigns and 
devices made every once in a while 
in Atlanta, the tendency to increase 
taxes is directed acutely against this 
high and inspiring ideal.

there. 

Keeping the White Way white is a 
stupendous task, It requires more 
than 2,000 workers and it costs mil- 
lions a year. Fifty scouts roam the 
thoroughfare nightly to scan the auora 
borealis for dead lamps. Astounding 
genius is shown in the nightly phan- 
tasmagoria. . 

There are kittens entwined in 
balla of twine, ladies with umbrel- 
las walking in electrical rain, auto- 
mobiles whizzing by, syphons filling 
glasses, men puffing pipes and rolling 
cigarettes, six acrobatic youngsters 
who dance in rythm, a covered wagon 
fording a river, a’ clown who juggles— 
all etched against the night sky in fire. 

The electrical sign represents an 
enormous expense. A theatrical pro- 
ducer pays $1,000 a week to herald 
his revue. The block long sign herald- 
ing a movie costs $3,000 a week up- 
keep. The smallest kind of sign atop 
a building costs $500 a week. 

Broadway's first spectacular sign 


was the chariot race placed on top of 
the Normandie Hotel. It faced Herald 
Square and for several years was 
one of the sights of the city.

oadway’s incessant cry is “More 
light!” ‘The lights used to come on 
at deep dusk.

Schools and Roads 
If Linked Will 
Carry Bond Issue 


Would Institute 
Music Course in At- 
lanta Public Schools 


Editor Constitution: Several years 
ogo I wrote two or three articles for 
The Constitution on the advisability 
of making a common cause between 
the public roads and the public 
schools in a campaign for a bond is- 
sue, and an equitable division of such 
bond issue as between these two 
equally important public interests. 

Three years ago [I spoke upon this 
subject at 18 regional educational 
conferences called by the state depart- 
ment of education, covering practi- 
cally every section of the state. A 
definite and formal plan wag pro- 
posed at these conferences which was 


rindorsed by unanimous vote at most 


of them. This proposal was later 
officially indorsed by very many 
county boards of education, which in- 
dorsements I have on file in the 
office. 

The same plan was submitted to 
the leaders of the public roads’ move- 
ment in the state, who did not in- 
dorse it. ) 

In a bulletin issued last year on 
the public schools of Ware county, 
I referred to the successful bond cam- 
paign in that county for. public roads 
and public schools, and gaid: “The 
state will not iikely ever be able to 
put through a bond issue for roads 
until it is joined to a bond issue for 
schools.” 

I have written the above so that [ 
may briefly, but very emphatically, 
Say two more things, to-wit: 

First. I, along with many others, 
am greatly gratified that those who 
nre promoting a bond issue for public 
road construction in Georgia are at 
Jast beginning to recognize to some 
extent the rights and importance of 
the rural public schools, and to realize 
the impossibility of carrying a bond 
issue without active aid of the friends 


{of the public schools. 


Second: I wart to point out plainly 
again the impossibility of ever carry- 
ing the proposed bond issue without 
a just and equitable division of the 
funds as between the rural public 
reads and the rural publie schools. 
There are just lots of voters in Geor- 
gia that sincerely believe equally in 
geod public roads and gvod public 
school houses, and think with the 
late Dr. Shelton P. Sanford, of Mer- 
cer university, who claimed that 
“progress in the one would never very 
much precede progress in the other.” 

Give for the construction of better 
publie rural schcol houses a reason- 
able and just proportion of the funds, 
and the folks who patronize these 
sckools will help to carry the pro- 
pesed bond issue.

Joel Hurt Criticizes City 
Engineering Department 


Editor Constitution: The greatest need 
for Atlanta at the present time is the 
establishment of a strong, educated en- 
gineering department. 

The department should be headed by #8 
man of broad information and vision for 
what the city should become. He should be 
firm in his convictions, supported by marked 
ability. He should have assistance enough 
to ald in doing the things needed for the 
city’s growth. 

He should be ready at short notice to 
supply information on important matters, 
particularly as to the improvement of 
streets and avenues. — 

The lack of such a department has re- 
sulted in serious mistakes which will cause 
much annoyance, inconvenience and expense 
hereafter. 

Much of the work now being performed, 
for which property owners are taxed, must 
be changed in future. Buildings. will be 
torn down, streets widened and grades 
changed. Sireets which are now being 
paved, the cost of which will be charged 
largely to the property. owners abutting 
thereon, will need to have the paving re- 
mored and another paving laid thereon 
after the street has been put to a proper 
grade. 

On Edgewood avenue, between the viadnet 
over the Southern railway and Elizabeth 
street, the city’s representatives tore away 
a good pavement at great expense, hauled 
it away and deposited it om a4 vacant lot, 
for which no doubt the contractor was paid, 
relaid the pavement in a manner not s0 
good as the: first pavement was laid, all of 
which was done, so far_as I know, without 
a hearing from the property owners abat- 
ting the street, but in answer to a petition 
of citizens in other parts of the city, and 
bill rendered by the chief of construction 
for more than three times what the paving 
should have cost less if properly handled,. 

In addition to the above stated facts the 
grades of the street should have been modi- 
fied so as to greatly improve the street 
and which would have saved a great deal 
of money in handling traffic over the street. 
When I discovered this work was being done 
in a most injudicious manner I wrote the 
chief of constraction calling attention to 
the matter and requested that attention be 
given to it in order to avoid expense and 
benefit the street. There seems to have 
been no attention given to these letters and 
property owners were forced to pay an 
exorbitant charge of 36 per foot for the re- 
laying of this pavement.

Editor Constitution: Our papers are 
carrying columns of exceedingly interesting 
articles concerning our schools, The eiti- 
zens of our state seem to be taking re- 
newed interest in the welfare of their chil- 
dren. Taxpayers are demanding everywhere 
an accurate account of the stewardship of 
those who spend their money. Mark Thom- 
son, of Cleveland, Ohio, recently in a 
friendly way called attention of the people 
to what they were getting from the schools, 
and to what they should get. One of his 
statements was: ‘‘The public is not getting 
as much for money spent for education 
as it is entitled to.’’ 

The men who formulate our school pro- 
grams should put before the children what 
is most helpful and what is most needed. 

Take one item. Music. The writer has 
long wondered why music has not been in- 
cluded in our school program. He is a 
taxpayer. His children go to school. Music 
has a value along with—.mathematics or 
any of the dead languages. And then it 
has a far higher value. And yet it is not 
included in our schoo] courses. 

A prominent schoo] man said not long 
since that it was needed, but that it would 
cost too much. Now any one who will he 
truthful and state facts will admit that 
the dead languages are taught and payed 
for in our schools. And the ones who 
mastered Latin in youth will tell you that 
they know very little about it now, and 
that music has a continuous value. 

Why not put music in our schools? The 
girls need it and it would be of incal- 
culable practical value to the people every- 
where, As a minister I attend many 
funerals, in the city and in the country. 
Often it is embarrassing to find that at 
the last sad rites of friends there ia dif- 
ficulty in getting any one who can play 
an instrument or lead a song. 

The writer admits that he strnggled with 
dead languages in school. Today he knows 
very little about any of them. But if the 
hard study had been put upon music that 
Was put on these dead languages he conld 
have gotten vast benefit from the music, 
and after carefully weighing the statement 
will say that ‘‘I would give all my knovw'!- 
edge of dead languages for the ability to 
sing or play some instrument well.’’ 

Why cgn we not have music in our public 
schools? Now some school man where 
possibly a few children are getting sight 
singing will come back and tell me that I 
am an old fogy and that the thing which 
I advocate is already in the schools. LBut 
it isn't in the schools where I have visited, 
that is in the yast majority of them, 

More and more will our educators have 
to comé down out of the mists and demon- 
strate to the masses the real practical 
worth of our schools and when this is done 
it will be easy to raise funds for school 
purposes, 

And is it not true that we have entirely 
too much money invested in buildings, and 
that life ig too short to have such long 
vacation periods when the buildings and 
students are idle? ‘This is especially true 
in the rural districts, Lots of practical 
thinking needs to be done right along. these

| HEALTH TALKS |

A COUGH, A WHEEZE AND A 
BREATH OF AIR. 

I earnestly advise all old fogies 
whose interest may be caught by the 
title to skip this article,-for it will 
only add to their general acerbity, Old 
age is a state of mind primarily, and 
one of the surest things of its onset is 
to consider oneself old. If you intend 
to read it in spite of this warning, at 
least let me prepare your mind by 
recalling my crazy belief and teach- 
ing, namely, that no illness is ever 
caused by . oe to cold, wet, 
dampness, dr or change of weather, 
excepting frostbite, of course. I 
would go further, for this occasion, 
and state ag a premise, this proposi- 
tion: No injury to health is done by 
such casual exposure to rain, wet, 
wind, cole or chilling as one neces- 
sarily enCodunters now and then if one 
cultivates the habit of taking the air 
for health’s sake. What follows will 
merely mystify or annoy you if you 
cannot accept,this premise. So read 
it at your own risk. 

Climate is an important factor in 
the treatment of certain diseases and 
particularly chronic bronchitis. 
offer no criticism of the climate of 
any place in the temperate zone. Al- 
most any spot between the twentieth 
and fiftieth parallels is a good cli- 
mate for one with chronic bronchitis. 


tablelands of South Africa are famous 
resorts where the climate is dry and 
bracing. 
west, in the United States and Cana- 
da, are excellent for persons with 
chronic bronchitis or bronchiectasis 
(ballooning of bronchial tubes). Many 
subjects of chronic’ bronchitis, who 
can afford the time. spend their win- 
ters in Bermuda, Florida, Havana or 
Panama, where they are not afraid to 
take the air, which is fully warranted 
by the chambers of commerce and 
booster associations, 


Here at home the winter is spoiled / 


for folks obsessed with weather- 
phobia, the air containing a wee mite 
more aqueous yapor—a teadly thing 
according to our best fairy tales—and 
a certain snap that probably has 
everything to do with the greater 
vigor and industry of people who live 
in the forty-to-forty-fifth belt. 

When there is profuse expectora- 
tion associated with bronchitis or 
bronchiectasis, a drier climate is gen- 
erally chosen, such as that of Colo- 
rado, Arizona, Texas, Mexico, inland 
parts of southern California and 
Egypt. 

If mere dryness were the sole de- 

sideratum, that could be assured for 
every subject of bronchitis by keeping 
the household temperature a few 
points above the hygienic limit 
throughout the winter. The hygienic 
limit for household temperature is 68 
degrees Fahrenheit, Air heated 
above 70 is always extremely dry. Air 
heated up to 75, as it is in some mis- 
guided households. rivals the aridity 
of the desert. But unfortunately 
overheating of the air is so depraving 
to the general health that this practice 
must be scrupulously avoided by per- 
sons with bronchial trouble. 
’ The quest for the best climate is 
generally an experiment. The more 
we study the influence of climate the 
stronger grows the conviction that in 
anv case that climate in which the 
individual will spend the greatest 
number of hours in the open air and 
suplight is the hest for what ails him. 
So if one can entirely shake off the 
fear of “exposure,” cold, dampness, 
wind and weather, the climate here 
at home, where we all manage to keep 
fairly well, is as salutary ae any- 
thing to be found far away. Only 
they always look better when they're 
far away.

Paris, June G.—As a new move in 
their campaign to oblige President 
M'jilerand to resign, the radical- 
socialist cealition decided today to 
try to cut off the government's money 
resources, ‘This decision was reached 
after several conferences in which the 
lenders of the coalition, balked by 
the president’s counter moves to their 


‘offensive, considered means of over- 


coming his stout resistance. 

The communists in the chamber of 
deputies took the initiative in active 
form against the president today by 
presenting a resolution demanding the 
resignation of the chief executive. 
This, however, was ruled unconsti- 
tutional. After this had been re- 
jected, the radical socialists ifitro- 
duced a bill providing for repeal of 
the sections of the finance law of 
1923 which established a_ biennial 
hudget. The introducers then asked 
for the immediate naming of a com- 


; mittee of 44 members to consider their 


measure, 

There were many objections to this 
procedure because of the lack of a 
government in office representing the 
political complexion of the present 
parliament, but President Painleve 
put the motion to consider it, which 
was adopted by a show of hands.

PACT WITH CANADA 


TOCURBRUM TRADE 


Washington. June 6.—A _ treaty 
designed to suppress smuggling of 
liquor and narcotics across the Ca- 
nadian boundary was signed here 
today by representatives of the 
American and Canadian governments, 

The agreement, which has been un- 
der negotiation for several months, 
was signed for the United States 
by Secretary Hughes and for Canada 
by Ernest LaPointe, the Canadian 
minister of justice. 

Framed in Conference. 

The groundwork for the treaty was 
worked out at the Ottawa conference, 
participated in by representatives of 
the treasury and state department 
and by officials of the Canadian @e- 
partments concerned with enforce. 
ment of the liquor and narcotie laws. 
Officials here expect it -to result in 
a marked improvement in conditions 
along the border where many cases 
of smuggling have been reported. 

The convention is to take effect 
en days after the exchange of rat- 
ifications and to remain in force for 
one year with termination _ there. 
after on 30 days’ notice. 

Kach government under the new 
pact is to furnish information upon 
request to officials of the other re- 
garding clearances of vessels or the 
transportation of cargoes, shipments 
or loads of articles across the inter- 
national boundary when the importa- 
tion of the articles transported by 
land is subject to the payment of du- 
ties. 

Information also is to be ex- 
changed regarding clearances of ves- 
sels to any ports when there is ground 
ta suspect that the owners of the ear- 
go plan to smuggle it into the terri- 
tery of the other government. 

Clearances are to be denied to ves- 
sels carrying cargo consisting of com- 
modities, the importation of which is 
forbidden by either country, when- 
ever it is evident from the tonnage, 
or other characteristics of the vesse? 
that the ship would be unable tu 
carry the cargo to the destination 
proposed in the application for clear- 
ance. 


Alaskan Treaty. 

The treaty also takes care of the 
controversial point as to shipment cf 
liquor across Alaskan territory from 
the western Canadian provinces 
the Yukon region.

PLAYING PROVISIONAL BALL. 

Whenever a player drives a ball 
opty ground where it is liable to be- 
come lost, or if it lands so near a 
boundary that he is unable to tell 
whether it stopped in bounds or out, 
the rules of golf give him the privilege 
cf playing a provisional ball, in order 
to save time in case the first becomes 
lest or ig found out of bounds, To 
just what limit this privilege applies 
is a matter of confusion to many golf- 
ers. 

Compared to the earliest codes this 
may be said to be a rather recent pro- 
vision as it allows a player to play 
a second ball, and to continue playing 
until he arrives at the place where 
the first is believed to be, regardless 
of the number of strokes he takes, and 
vet retain the privilege of playing out 
the hole with the firet ball, if it 1s 
found in bounds, disregarding, of 
course, all strokes played with the 
provisional one. Also, provided there 
be any doubt about a first provisional 
hall, he may play a second or more of 
them. 


Explanations. 

Suppose a player drives into rough 
and, realizing that the hall maye be 
lost, decides to play a second while 
still on the tee. He topes the second 
‘one and eventually takes four strokes 


lin getting up to where the first was 
seen to drop. Can he go on playing 
out the hole with the first, if it is 
found all right, counting his next 
stroke with that as number two? 

Yes. 

A player drives and his ball lands 
near a boundary. He plays a second 
ball and it also lands near the line. 
jie then plays a third ball, and on com- 
ing up finds the second ball in bounds. 
Can he continue play with it? If so, 
what strokes must he count up to his 
second with that ball? 

The player must continue with 
the second. The count as the ball 
lies is three. He loses both stroke 
and distarce on his first ball, and 
his second tee shot was the third 
stroke of his count,

FOR A BETTER SCORE. 

The proposition of how to get the 
proper line for hitting the ball on the 
putting green is one that puzzles many 
eolfers, when there is any roll in the 
ground to be encountered. Of course, 
yidgment of the speed of the green 
and the break in the surface is essen- 
tial. and these can be gotten only by 
practice and observation. Here fs a 
tip that it may be well to bear in 
mind. After you have figured the 
line you want the ball to take, trv to 
aclect a definite spot no more than 
a foot away from the ball over which 
yen want it to pass, and try to puff 
cametty over that spot. The ball and 
this spot give you the line of initial 
travel. The speed of the green and 
the hitting force back of the ball will 
govern largely how mach it will vary 
os¢ that line further along.

New York, June 6.—Stock prices 
weakened perceptibly today under the 
persistent hammering of professional 
traders. Encouraged by the success 
of a drive against the oil shares, 


based on a fresh cut in Mid-Continent 
crude oil prices, they extended their 
operations to other sections of the list, 
forcing sharp declines in steel, sugar, 
rubber and specialty issues. At the 
close of the delivery 30 industrial 
stocks, including United States Steel, 
were in new low ground for the year. 
Ability of the bear element to de- 
press prices in whatever, sections of 
the list it launched its attacks, un- 
dermined speculative confidence and 
realizing developed toward the close 
in the rail and public ‘utility groups, 
which had shawed independent 
strength earlier in the day. Rail shares 
turned downward for the first time 
this week, and gains which had car- 
ried several public utility issues to 
new 1924 high levels were canceled. 
With the recent forward movement 
in various rails and public utilities 
failing to stimulate much outside’ buy- 
ing, there were indications that pool 
operations, presumably under way, 
were suspended late in the day when 
the supply on other stocks became 
too great for the market to absorb. 
Before the reaction, however, new 
1924 high levels were reached by Cen- 
tral of New Jersey, Missouri Pacific

No new developments were brought 
forward today to account for the ae 
of 1 1-2 points in United States Stee 
to the year’s lowest level at 1-4, 
although reconsideration of the week- 
ly trade reports, revealing operations 
of fifty per cent and an unparalleled 
decline in pig iron production in May, 
contributed to its weakness. Bethle- 
hem also touched a new low price at 
45 3-4: Republic at 42 1-2 and Vana- 
dium at 20 1-4.

Chicago, June 6.—Wheat averaged 
lower in price today chiefly as a re- 
sult of showers predicted for the great- 
er part of the grain belt.

The 
fact that the Liverpool] market will 
be closed until Wednesday led to be- 
lief in some quarters that export busi- 
ness would be restricted and this ¢ir- 
cumstance was more or less of a de- 
pressing influence. On the other 
hand, strength in the Winnipeg mar- 
ket counted as an offset, July deiivery 
there going to a wider premium over 
Chicago.

IS CONTRADICTED

of the treasury department by Gaston 
B. Means in testimony before the sen-

secretary denied in detail Means’ story 
about hia investigations into a report 
that Mr. Mellon had agreed to issue 
whisky withdrawal permits to Rex 
Sheldon, of New York, in return for 
money to help make up the deficit 
of the republican national committee.

“3. Mr. Means stated I had some 
arrangement with Rex Sheldon for 
the issuance of wholesale drug per- 
mits, conditioned upon the contribu- 
tions from the holders of these per- 
mits to the republican campaign fund. 
Mr, Sheldon once did come to see me, 
but as I recall not in connection with 
permits. I understand that his re-

After the passage of the national pro- 
hibition act, whisky was_ released 
from the warehouse only on the pro- 
duction of the permits provided for 
hy the regulations. These permits 
were sent first to the office of the 
company in Pittsburg, where, in ae- 
cordance with later regulations effec- 
tive November 1, 1920, the permits 
were confirmed by direct correspon- 
dence with the prohibition director in 
Pittsburg and then forwarded after 
confirmation to the warehouse at 
out of

Washington, June 6.—(Special.)— 
Representgtive Upshaw, of Georgia, 
urged in the house Friday the adop- 


‘tion of his proposed amendment to the 


constitution which would prohibit ap- 
propriations of any kind of public 
funds, federal, state or municipal, to 
any kind of sectarian institution. 
He filed with the house, at the re- 
quest of the “Minute Men of Amer- 
ica,” petitions representing more than 
10.000.000 people in support of the 
resolution providing for the amend- 
ment. 
“This amendment, which has been 
indorsed by civic, religious ad patrt- 


atie organizations all over America, is | === 


necessary to correct widespread abuses 
as natural as buman nature itself,” 
Upshaw said. “Of course, no man 
ean object to such a law except some- 


‘hody who wants to get his hand in 


the publie treasury for his own par- 
ticular creed. Such an amendment is 
as fundamental as the very spirit of 
our constitution—a snirif, alas, which 
has been often abused for lack of this 
enecific porvision. 

“Tf Roger Williams was right tn 
teaching that the state has no right 
to coerce any person’s conscience in 
the realm of religion, then this con- 
stitutional amendment is right in de- 
manding that no man’s purse shall be 
coerced for the sake of promoting an- 
other person’s sectarian views. Its 
enactment into law will he the tardy 
triumph of the very essence of real 
Americanism.”
